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Henry Off To Middle East On 
Israel-Syrian Peace Effort

— 
Henry A. Kissinger began his 
most difficult mission to the 
Middle East today, with hopes 
of cracking 
the 
Israel-Syria 
impasse that has been punc­ 
tuated by numerous bloody 
border clashes. 
The secretary of state was 
pictured as optimistic about 
prospects of his trip, although 
U.S. 
officials 
conceded 
the 
obstacles 
were 
large 
and 
sensitive. 
Kissinger 
himself 
declined to assess the outlook 
as he boarded his jet at 
Andrew's AFB, Md., just outside 
Washington. 
Before starting this fourth 
Middle East trip, Kissinger 
conferred Sunday at the White 
House with President Nixon. 
Kissinger flies to Damascus 
Tuesday after an overnight stop 
in London, where he will confer 
with British leaders. 
Accompanying Kissinger on 
the trip was Joseph J. Sisco, 
who has played a major role in 
much 
of

S. 
Mideast 
diplomacy 
in recent years,

Sadat 
expressed “great hope” 
for success of Kissinger’s new 
mission, and said if disengage­ 
ment 
of Syrian and 
Israeli 
troops results, that would be a 
“good step” toward ending the 
Arab oil embargo against the 
United States. 
“When

practical steps, 
my 
colleagues will take practical 
steps,” said Sadat. 
On Sunday, Kissinger held 
the latest of a series of 
meetings over the past week 
with Egypt’s foreign minister, 
Ismail Fahmy. Kissinger was 
said to have assured Fahmy 
and others during a lunch at 
the Egyptian Embassy that the 
United States has a firm goal of 
improving relations with Arab 
countries. 
Kissinger then acccompanied 
Fahmy to the airport to see 
him off for Cairo. Fahmy had 
been in the United States more 
than a week and he and 
Kissinger held several mee­ 
tings. Fahmy also conferred 
with President Nixon last week. 
Before heading to Damascus, 
Syria's capital, to confer with 
President Hafez Assad, Kissing­ 
er will meet in London with 
Foreign Secretary Sir Alex 
Douglas 
Home. 
He 
leaves 
Tuesday for Damascus. 
One of the most sensitive 
problems in the Syria-Israeli 
impasse is a dispute over 
Israeli 
POWs held by Syria 
since the start of the October 
war. U.S. officials hope Syria 
will give Kissinger a list of 
prisoners 
which 
they 
have 
refused in the past to provide. 
Israeli has balked at disen­ 
gagement talks until it learns 
about the fate of the POWs held 
by 
Syria. 
Sisco said 
“the 
question of the POWs...obvious­ 
ly is a significant element” in 
the Kissinger conferences with 
leaders of the two sides. 
On the issue of POWs, Sisco 
conceded that “It’s a signifi­ 
cant element, and that signifi­ 
cant element will have to be 
dealt with if progress is to be 
made.”

The Rush County Pubite Health Depart­ 
ment has come a long way in the past SO 
years. Concerned originally with vital 
statistics and keeping accurate records of 
births, deaths, and contagious disease, it has 
moved into preventative medicine. 
Few residents today remember having a 
varied color sign tacked on their doors until 
recovering from measles, diphtheria, or 
polio... or guards with a shot-gun placed at 
county-line roads to see that any with 
smallpox did not enter Rush County and 
spread the deadly disease... the last time, 
this quarantine was used was to keep our 
prosecuting attorney, Jean Kiplinger, at 
home wi th chicken pox in 1935! 
Today new knowledge of disease has made 
quarantines unnecessary. The Public Health 
Department is concerned with community 
health. During the years, classes in child 
health, pre-natal care have been held, a T-fi 
Clinic and T-B registry, organized and home 
nurse care included in their program. Today 
the employment of a staff of nurses and a 
sanitarian have made it possible to carry out 
efficiently a varied program. An active 
County Health Board and County Health 
Officer, assisted by .the Medical Services 
Coordinator, Mrs. Isabelle Dill, and our 
Sanitarian, James Evans, have established 
an impressive record. 
During the past week, a copy of the ten 
different areas of work being acomplished by 
a busy sanitarian was read, much of this has 
done to secure higher standards for food 
handlers, for restaurants, to insure proper 
refuse disposal, proper septic tank Installa­ 
tions, to check public swimming pods for 
sanitation, and to test drinking water. 
Working with Mr. Evans since July is Charles 
Woodruff, assistant environmentalist, whose 
salary is paid by the state. 
Many of Mr. Evans' duties concern 
on-ihe-site supervision and consultation. He 
nas been most cooperative, and has followed 
through on all complaints property register­ 
ed. 
Many complaints come daily by telephone, 
but it is necessary for these complaints lo be 
delivered to the Rush County Health 
Department or sent by letter and signed. No 
over-the-telephone complains can be recog­ 
nized except in emergency situations. Many 
vacant houses are not only a health hazard 
but a fire hazard, and if unfit for human 
habitation, they will be condemned by the 
Health Officer. 
A rundown of the sanitarian's report for 
1973 makes impressive reading. His total 
activities is listed as 3,068, and the total miles 
driven was 10,485. He conducted 687 consulta­ 
tions In the field, and held 389 consultations in 
his office.

Misunderstands 
Despite the fact that the 
A m e r i c a n free enterprise 
system has created the highest 
standard of living ever ex­ 
perienced in the history of the 
world, there are still many 
young people who have a bad 
impression of business 
The result* of the survey 
conducted by Purdue Univer­ 
sity, which recently appeared in 
the Indianapolis Star, showed 
that 54 per cent of the high 
s c h o o l students questioned 
believed most businesses aim 
for maximum profits no matter 
who gets hurt. 
More than 75 per cent said 
business leaders arc interested 
more in personal gain than in 
the welfare of the public. 
N e a r l y half said 
most 
businesses 
treat 
people 
as 
impersonal, unimportant units 
and nearly 39 per cent believed 
a company cannot be concerned 
about employes’ welfare until 
after it is very successful, the 
report said. 
The survey, in which more 
than 7,000 pupils participated, 
indicated most don’t believe the 
free enterprise system is a 
necessary part of demmocracy. 
The report said 63 per cent 
believe democracy does not 
need a business world free from 
government interference and 
regulation. 
The unfortunate fact in this 
data is that, generally speaking, 
the public does not hear about 
the good that business does. It 
goes without saying that the 
free 
enterprise 
system 
has 
enabled this country to do more 
for its disadvantaged fellow 
citizens than any nation in the 
world. Millions of dollars are 
literally given awray each year 
to help people who are less for­ 
tunate and to underwrite the 
research in medicine and in the 
prevention of disease by the 
business community. 
But what the public reads and 
hears about are the bad apples 
in v*e barrel. Philanthropy isn’t 
nearly as big, news wise, as 
craft and corruption 
Through the free enterprise 
system, the business community 
- uietly continues to give us our 
gh standard of Iving, while 
reing a good neighbor at the 
<anie time. 
More than anything eUo, it 
seems the problem boils down 
to one of educating people to 
the importance and value of 
business The facts in favor of 
the free enterprise are clearly 
there, they’re just not men­ 
tioned often enough.

At the 
same time, physicians do not 
want pregnant women to gain 
too much for both their own 
sake and for fear the fetus will 
develop too many fat cells. 
Similarly, pediatricians watch 
the weight gain and diet of 
babies knowing that if they are 
overfed they will develop too 
many fat cells. 


Too many fat cells in his body 
could be a lifelong problem. 
Once developed, you never have 
less. The problem thereafter is 
cell size -• to keep the fat cells 
you have from becoming too 
big. 
In early life, and the diet is 
influential, 
the 
infant 
first 
develops numbers of cells only. 
Then, is a second stage, he 
increases both numbers and size 
of cells together. Finally, eize 
only 
in 
increased. 
So, 
in 
pediatrics, the aim now is to 
not develop too many fat cells 
in early life and then keep them 
a reasonable size. 
We really don’t have the 
answers yet. But people who 
constantly must fight weight 
may have more fat cells than 
is desirable. When they reduce 
they merely shrink the average 
size of their fat cells. And, it 
is theorized, the reason people 
usually regain weight may be 
that their fat cells literally are 
starving on a reducing ragimen 
and 
“screaming” for more 
nourishment to maintain 
a 
larger siz» - the result of a 
precedent set in early life. This 
might account, especially, for 
people who regain weight after 
crash dieting. 
Psychological Clues 
Th e 
psychological 
clues 
regarding overweight include a 
theory that overweight people 
are more responsive to their 
environment, that is, to outside 
influences. For example, in 
research reported by Dr. Judith 
Rixlin 
of Yale 
University’s 
Department 
of 
Psychology, 


overweight and average-weight 
persons have been studied doing 
work such as proofreading. 
When they were in a quiet 
room, undistracted, the rate at 
w h i c h 
each 
person 
ac­ 
complished 
his 
task 
was 
measured. But when a tape of 
background music was played, 
efficiency dropped, especially 
among the overweight persons. 
The overweight person, in 
other words, is more distracted 
by the sound. He responds more 
to outside stimuli. This, ac­ 
cording to the theory, explains 
his positive response to good 
smells and appearance of food, 
and of other people eating. It 
Is, for him, irresistable. He eats 
too much and too often. He is 
overweight. Whe researchers 
learn more about all this, 
prevention may be possible.

Stretch Your Food Dollar 
By Using Vegetables Wisely 


With almost everything either 
in short supply or higher priced, 
Americans are finding ways to 
get more from the resources 
they use. 


This type o f thinking can 
easily be applied to the task of 
feeding one’s family a well-bal­ 
anced diet, says Rita R uff, 
USDA extension home econo­ 
mist based in Milwaukee, Wis. 
Food budgets can often be 
stretched either by substituting 
one kind of food for another or 
by using food products more 
efficiently, she says. 


“In the wake of rising food 
prices, many consumers are tak­ 
ing a dose look at vegetable 
products to supplement the vita­ 
mins, minerals, and particularly, 
protein from meat and meat 
products,” says Miss Ruff. “And 
with careful menu planning, 
they can indeed utilize vege­ 
table nutrients as an alternative 
or supplement to meat.” 


When we refer to protein in 
the human diet, Miss Ruff con­ 
tinues, we are talking about 
amino acids, which are required 
to build, maintain and repair 
healthy tissues and to meet other 
body needs. These amino acids 
are contained in protein. Many 
of the proteins in meat and ani­ 
mal products contain all the 
amino acids the human body 
requires, so menu planning with 
these products is relatively sim­ 
ple. 


“However,” she notes, “other 
proteins contain only some of 
the essential amino acids. Vege­ 
tables usually contain these ‘in­ 
com plete’ forms of protein. 
“It is indeed possible to com­ 
bine several vegetable products 
in one meal which bring to­ 
gether all the necessary amino 
acids that meat normally con­ 
tains,” she points out, “by ap­ 
plying adequate knowledge and 
som e discretion. C om bining 
vegetables with at least one ani­ 
mal product such as fish, eggs, 
cheese, or milk makes the task 
easier. Extension offices through­ 
out the country can offer guid­ 
ance in selecting vegetables.” 


Different kinds of vegetables 
also vary in the type of vita­ 


mins and 'Other nutrients they 
contain, Miss Ruff adds. Again, 
some: knowledge is essential in 
order for the consumer to 
choose the. right combination of 
vegetable products for a bal­ 
anced menu. 
B esides actually replacing 
meat products with vegetables, 
consumers can stretch their food 
dollar by using vegetables more 
wisely. Miss Ruff adds. One 
easy step to increase efficiency 
in the kitchen is simply to han­ 
dle and prepare vegetables prop­ 
erly. This prevents loss of vita­ 
mins and nutrients which often 
occurs before the food reaches 
the table. 
Also, 
the 
home 
economist 
says, a family menu planner 
needs to know where vitamins 
and nutrients are concentrated 
within the vegetable, for ex­ 
ample whether they are found 
mainly within the stems or the 
lea ves of a given item. This will 
provide guidance for trimming 
and. serving: the Vegetable so 
that nutrients, are retained... 
One of the simplest — but 
often neglected — ways to,en­ 
courage a family, particularly 
children, to eat more vegetables 
is to serve them in ways attrac­ 
tive to both the eye and the 
palate. Miss Ruff conclude?. De­ 
veloping a special knowledge of 
your family’s taste and invest­ 
ing a little time to learn differ­ 
ent and tempting recipes will 
enable the consumer to get more 
of the benefits from the vege­ 
tables she serves and to serve 
them more often.

At the University of California 
at Santa B arbara, volunteers 
are breathing pollutants while 
striding along a treadm ill in a 
heated chamber. Experim enters 
hope to chart the effects of 
pollution 
on 
wrork 
capacity. 
They 
will 
m easure 
oxygen 
u p t a k e , 
carbon 
dioxide 
production, 
heart rate, blood 
pressure, 
and 
body 
tem ­ 
perature. 
According 
to 
Dr. 
Peter B. Raven, a physiologist 
at the University, the study 
should m ake it possible to base 
smog alerts and safety criteria 
on 
factual 
data 
instead 
of 
guesses. 


For almost two years, the 
v o l u n t e e r s , have reported 
regularly 
to 
the 
University’s 
Institute 
on 
Environmental 
Stress to have their physical 
perform ances monitored while 
breathing in sim ulated smog. 
Many of the volunteers have 
refused to accept the hourly 
compensation provided for by 
the grant. 


The 
Institute 
is 
also 
in­ 
vestigating 
the 
relationship 
between 
specific 
pollutants, 
smoking habits, 
and 
varying 
weather conditions on a per­ 
son’s ability to perform outdoor 
work. 
A 
series 
of 
studies 
elsewhere 
have 
shown 
that 


cigarette smoking' in healthy, 
young men impairs exercise 
performance, especially in many 
types of athletic events and 
activities that involve maxima? 
work capacity. Cigarette smok­ 
ing seems to affect heart per­ 
form ance during 
exercise 
by 
increasing the heart rate and 
by raising the level of carbon 
monoxide in the blood. Smoking 
also appears to lower the level 
of oxygen in the lungs after 
exercise.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Give 
them the tools for safety when 
they’re little more than toddler:; 
and they’ll use them the rest of 
their lives. 
This is the concept of Mrs. 
Frank 
L. 
Chlad, 
who 
with 
parents, teachers, police offic­ 
ers 
and 
volunteer 
teen-agers 
spearheads an unusual educa­ 
tion 
program 
called 
Safety 
Town. Those getting the indoc­ 
trination are 4 and 5-year-olds. 


Dorothy Chlad, who has two 
teen-age daughters, says you 
can’t teach one phase of safety 
apart 
from 
another; 
safety 
m ust be a total program. 


“ Our premise is that young 
children 
experience 
an 
enor­ 
mous am ount of daily problems 
and 
discoveries 
during 
their 
curious, 
exploring, 
growing-up 
days,” she said. “ To them that 
‘shiny big car’ can’t hurt them, 
that 
‘pretty 
medicine 
bottle 
isn’t 
dangerous, 
and 
th at 
‘bright silver lighter’ looks just 
like a toy. 


“ You don’t shelter a child for 
16 years and then turn him out 
in the world.” 


National Toll 
To underscore the need for 
early training in safety, Mrs. 
Chlad recites the national toll. 
Accidents are the leading single 
cause 
of 
fatalities 
during 
childhood, 
plus 
causing 
an 


untold 
number 
of 
crippling 
injuries. 


Some 20,000 die annually in 
accidents, 
another 60,000 
sus­ 
tain 
lifelong 
injuries, 
250,000 
encounter 
accidental 
poison­ 
ings, most of them under age 
5. 1,000 are killed by falls and 
thousands 
injured,2,000 
lives 
are lost by fire and matches 
and 10 tim es that num ber are 
burned and scarred. 
Plus 
2,500 
lives 
lost 
by 
drowning in tubs, pools and at 
beaches; 
6,000 lives 
lost 
by 
bicycle 
deaths 
and 
tens 
of 
thousands crippled, 6,000 killed 
in traffic accidents and thou­ 


sands injured. 
During a visit to New York 
from her home in Solon, Ohio 
(a 
Cleveland 
suburb), 
Mrs. 
Chlad told how Safety Town 
started. It was the idea of a 
prominent 
accountant 
whose 
close friend was killed in an 
accident. 
The 
first 
project 
began 
in 
Mansfield, 
Ohio, in 
1937. Today, there are close to 
100 such program s, still mostly 
in Ohio. 
Mrs. Chlad became involved 
when 
she 
heard 
of 
the 
programs 
through 
her 
pre­ 
school PTA.
